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Upland complex clears hurdle 


The Upland City Council learned 
Monday a last major roadblock to 
the proposed Upland Hills Country 
Club has been cleared after months 
of negotiations with a county health 
official. 

An integral part of the 226-acre 
development will be a waste water 
treatment plant designed to handle 
the needs of the planned 
community. To allow formation of 
an assessment district to pay for the 
plant, Richard Roberts, director of 
environmental health services, for 
the county, had to declare a poten- 
tial health hazard in the area. 

That declaration has now been 
made, following Roberts’ initial 
reluctance to impose the 2-year-old 
On-Site Waste Water Disposal Act. 

Governmental codes require that 
12 registered voters who live within 
the proposed zone must voice 
support of the district, or that the 
health official must declare a 
potential health hazard. Since the 
region is currently uninhabited, the 
council and developer Bill Matreyek 
of Matreyek Homes Inc. were 


depending on Roberts to make 
the necessary declaration. 

After nearly four months, Roberts 
determined that a potential health 
hazard would exist, with the 
condition the 556-unit development 
would be built. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
there were still several procedural 
steps that must be completed before 
the district can receive final 
approval, but that the matter should 
be completed by the council's Oct. 6 
meeting. 

City Attorney Don Maroney said 
approval is still needed from the 
Local Agency Formation 
Commission and the Santa Ana 
Region of the California Water 
Quality Control Board. 

The proposed development will 
also include an 18-hole golf course, 
shops, a 100-room motel, two 
restaurants and a mini-convention 
center. Residents will have access 
to 20 swimming pools and six tennis 
courts. 

The project, to be located on both 
sides of 16th Street east of Campus 


Upland teachers win

Trustees approved an 11.5 percent 
salary increase for Upland School 
District teachers Tuesday, and 
agreed to cover the full cost of an in- 
creased fringe benefit package 

This means the salary range for 
teachers will go from $11 ,698-$23 607 
last year to $13,043-$26,321 in the 
1980-1981 contract 

The board unanimously approved 
the agreement with the Upland 
Teachers’ Association. The 
teachers’ group agreed to the con- 
tract earlier this month by a 95-2 
margin, with about 44 percent of the 
certificated employees voting 


Trustees also raised the compen- 
sation for teachers coaching in- 
terscholastic sports from $275 to 
$400 per sport. Cross-country and 
tennis coaches will receive $200, a 
$75 increase from last year. 

Members of the professional 
development staff will receive a 
$450 stipend for their services each 
year, and the years of service in the 
district necessary to qualify for the 
age 55 retirement fringe benefit 
package will be reduced from 15 to 
12 years 

All summer school teachers were 
included in the 11.5 percent salary 
increase.

Fire department gets expensive ‘toy’

If little boys have a fascination for 
bright red fire engines, then it 
stands to reason that big boys should 
have an even greater fascination 

That’s been the case this week, at 
any rate, when members of the 
Upland Fire Department have had a 
chance to play with their newest toy 

a 106-foot-high aerial ladder 
truck. 

The custom-made vehicle was 
delivered Monday, and that evening 
delighted firemen swarmed over the 
glistening red and chrome sides and 
climbed to the top of the fully- 
extended ladder. From that vantage 
point, roughly the height of a 10- 
story building, they got a breathtak- 
ing view of the night lights as far 
away as Corona. 

The vehicle was ordered in July 
1979 at a price of $225,000. Fire Chief 
Don Justis said the value has 
already appreciated at least another 
$30,000 to $40,000. 

“Truck 1” is painted in bright gold 
on the side of the new engine, which 
is the first truck the Upland depart- 
ment has owned in its long history. 

It will be added to the stable of 
three regular and two reserve 
pumpers at the city’s three stations. 
The new engine has no water- 
carrying facilities and is essentially 
a ‘tool box on wheels,”’ said Justis. 

What it does have is two deck 
guns, or nozzles, capable of shooting 
1,000 gallons of water per minute, 
and a third nozzle at the top of the 
ladder. 

An air pipe also runs to the top of 
the ladder so firefighters will 
always have fresh air, and there is 
an intercom, 110 volts of electricity 
and lights that are capable of il- 
luminating a large area. 

Once a firefighter is stationed at 
any point on the ladder, he can hook 
his safety belt to the step and lean 
against a prop behind his legs that 
helps fight fatigue. The equipment 
at the top of the ladder may also be 
handled by remote control if 
necessary. 

When the new truck arrives at a 
fire, four outriggers or supports are 
pulled out from the sides. Set up, 
they give the truck a spider-like 
appearance, ana take the weight of 
the vehicle entirely off the wheels, 
stabilizing the truck to support the 
ladder when fully extended. 


A representative from Van Pelt, 
manufacturers of the truck, is spen- 
ding a few days with the fire depart- 
ment to help train crews to use the 
new equipment. The men took turns 
climbing to the top of the ladder and 
pointing the nozzle down into an 
empty field. 

‘‘How’s it look up there?’’ one 
fireman asked another through the 
intercom, 

‘Feels pretty good,’’ came back 
the answer Then a chuckle. ‘‘Feels 
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real good!” 

Although it is not the largest 
ladder truck in the West End — the 
Ontario Fire Department has one 
that is even longer and higher — 
Justis said this one was ordered 
with a shorter wheel base so it will 
be able to navigate most of the 
small residential streets throughout 
the city 


Chief Justis was the first man in 
the department to drive the truck. 


“It's a little difficult to get the 
perspective, but it actually turns 
shorter than you would think it 
might,’ he said. ‘‘When you try to 
compare it to driving the pumpers, 
it’s like the difference between driv- 


ing a sports car and a van.’ 


He estimated the vehicle will get 
about 2 miles per gallon of gas, a 
typical figure for heavy firefighting 
equipment 


The truck is a valuable addition to 
the fire department, according to 
Justis, and will give crews the abili- 
ty not only to fight fires in tall 
buildings, but to get over and down 
into the center of large buildings, 
such as department or grocery 
stores, that cover a large area. 

At the City Council meeting Mon- 
day, Councilman Frank Carpenter 
commended the senior council 
members tor ‘“‘having the foresight” 
to order the new equipment when 


they did 

“It's something the city has need- 
ed for years,” he said later, ‘‘and I 
think the council made a wise move 
when they gave the go-ahead on this 
project.’ 

When discussing how long the new 
truck would serve the city. City 
Manager Lee Travers said with a 
straight face, “It better be at least 
122 years.” 

Justis laughed, and said the vehi- 
cle will probably still be in service 
20 years from now, and has been 
designed with durability in mind 

“It was tailor-made to our 
specifications to serve the city of 
Upland,”’ he said. **There’s no doubt 
— this was one good investment.”’ 


Ghost writer has pleasure 
of seeing his name on book

Upland author Whitney Stine was 
a ghost writer for more than 30 
books before he had the satisfaction 
of seeing his own name on a dust 
jacket. 

He says it was worth the wait. 

Stine’s newest novel, ‘‘The 
Oklahomans, ”’ was released in early 
August and plans are already un- 
derway for ‘‘The Oklahomans, Part 
Il’ and ‘‘The Oklahomans, Part 
ree 

If indications are correct, the 
book may become as popular as the 
biography he wrote of Bette Davis 
six years ago, which is coming up 
for its 12th printing. 

Stine, 50, has settled comfortably 
into the role of writer. Sitting in the 
living room of his North Upland 
home recently, he puffed on a slim 
brown cigarette and adjusted the 
blue and white ascot at his neck. 

“[’m a compulsive writer,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The characters become more 
real to me than my own family, and 
I find I must get their story out.” 

He uses a library in the loft of his 
home for research, but retreats to 
the garage for writing. 


“T have to psych myself up to ‘go 
to work’ in the morning, so I set my 
office up out there, away from 
everything.” 

It's dark and cluttered, like many 
garages. In one corner is a desk, 
I.B.M. typewriter and three metal 
file cabinets surrounded by heaps of 
papers and books. There are no win- 
dows, no inspirational vistas, and 
virtually no room. 

“When I’m here, I’m really 


wherever the location of my story 
is,’ he said. 

His day starts at 4 a.m. with a six- 
hour stint at the typewriter. He in- 
sists on finishing and polishing 10 
pages a day. 

Afternoons are spent researching 
the subject, and he naps from 4 to 5 
p.m. By 9, he’s in bed for the night. 
This regime is followed religiously, 
seven days a week. 

“Tend up living like a monk,”’ he 
said. ‘‘There’s no time for what I 
call the ‘goodies’ of life — it’s dif- 
ticult to be too social when you go to 
sleep at the same time many people 
begin to eat.” 

Stine wrote — and acted — in his 
first play at age 8. For years it was 
dreams of becoming a thespian that 
drove him to study speech and 
drama. Writing was, at best, secon- 
dary. 


Then an insightful nun at a 
parochial high school pulled him 
aside one day and said she thought if 
he tried, he could become a writer. 

“TI reminded her what I really 
wanted to do is act,‘‘ he recalls 
ruefully. ‘‘She told me, more or less, 
that my talents there were ‘limited.’ 
I was quite taken aback.”’ 

The suggestion stuck with him, 
however, and he began working on 
his first book at age 19. For the next 
10 years he supported himself by us- 
ing the cooking skills he learned 
while in the service, and wrote a 
total of four books, all of which were 
eventually published under a 
pseudonym. 

“They were cheap, dreadful 
paperbacks,”’ said Stine, ‘‘but I sup- 
pose I learned a great deal.’’ 

They were a foot in the publisher’s 
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door, however, and in the next 15 
years he penned more than 30 novels 
and non-fiction books, many for 
celebrities. The frustration of not 
receiving credit for his work and the 
fear of being typecast solely as a 
ghost writer drove him to begin 
work on the Bette Davis screen 
biography. 

“I'd always been a tremendous 
fan of hers,’’ he said. ‘I began 
collecting material about her when I 
was 8 and used that and extensive 
research to write the book.” 

The finished manuscript was sent 
to Davis in Connecticut and Stine 
remembers the day her lawyer call- 
ed. 

“IT was sure something was 
terribly wrong with the book,” he 
said. ‘‘But apparently she was 
delighted. She invited me to come 
out and meet her, and said she’d do 
anything to help.” 

With that auspicious beginning, 
the pair worked together on an in- 
novative format for the book, utiliz- 
ing Stine’s research and the star’s 
own memories. When the biography 
was published, Stine’s writing was 
in black print and Davis’ comments 
were interspersed throughout the 
text in red. 

Stine is often asked about the title 
of the work, ‘Mother Goddam,’’ and 
willingly explains so the book may 
be mentioned without censorship on 
television shows. 


“IT wanted to name it after 
something unattainable, something 
even Bette could not reach,’ he 
said. The character Mother Goddam 
ran a brothel in ‘“‘The Shanghai 
Gesture’? — one leading role that 
Davis was destined not to win.

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Author Whitney Stine researches material for many of his books in 
the library of his Upland home. Some of his books, stacked in the 
toreground, include a screen biography of Bette Davis and his most 
recent work, ‘‘The Oklahomans,”’ the saga of an American family 
from the Cherokee Land Rush to World War II. 


Coincidentally, he discovered 
later she often calls herself by that 
name to her children. 

While researching the Davis book, 
Stine grew to recognize the work of 
several glamour photographers, and 
found he admired George Hurrell 
above all the others. 

Hurrell, then 70 years old, was 
commissioned to do the cover photo 
of Davis and Stine. The author and 
photographer struck a chord and 
Stine’s next book was devoted to 
Hurrell and his work. 

Stine then wrote a saga chronicl- 
ing four decades in the life of a fic- 
titious family of Hollywood actors, 
“Stardust.’’ The original painting 
for the cover artwork hangs over his 
couch. 

“The Oklahomans’’ took 2 ‘2 
years to complete, and more than 
half of that time was spent on 
researching the years from 1893 to 
1941 in Oklahoma history. The story 
centers around the Herons, a family 
that participated in the Cherokee 
Land Rush and later discovered oil 
and built an empire. 

He had not planned on writing a 
sequel when the book first came out, 
and says now he would have 
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developed members of the younger 
generation more fully if he had 
known. 


“It’s like going back to visit your 
loved ones,’’ he said, having picked 
up the thread of the Herons’ life for’ 
Part IJ. ‘“‘Each character has a 
detailed bibliography outlined 
already, so I know what basically 
will happen. Writing is the easy 
part.” ’ 


Stine moved to Upland a year ago 
after scouting communities as far 
north as Oxnard and as far east as 
San Bernardino. 

He chose Upland because of the 
wide selection of new housing and 
shopping areas and a prevailing 
sense of history. 


Thinking back on the years spent 
as a cook and ghost writer, Stine 
reflects on his current popularity. 

“T was a late bloomer as a writer, 
but there’s something to be said for 
achieving success in middle age,” 
he said with a smile. ‘I suppos® , 
you're more mature, not so easily 
impressed. ;

The prisoner wore a bright red 
jumpsuit, indicating he was a 
“security risk.’ His wrists were 
handcuffed and a chain connected 
his ankles. 

A deputy marshal led him into a 
courtroom at West Valley Municipal 
Court. He unsnapped the handcuffs 
but left the ankle chains intact 

The prisoner took a seat at the 
counsel table, picked up a manila 
file folder, and told the judge he was 
ready to begin. 

Edward T. Burnett, prisoner, 
became Edward T. Burnett, 
attorney. 

Burnett, 30, is one of half a dozen 
inmates housed at San Bernardino 
County Jail who are representing 
themselves in court. In legal 
terminology, they’re known as ‘‘in 
propria persona,’’ or ‘‘on one’s own 
behalf.”’ 

According to sheriff's Captain Al 
Hull, each of the current ‘‘pro per’’ 
inmates are classified as ‘“‘high 
powered,’’ or security risks. 

Burnett is not a lawyer. He's 
never even gone to college. But he’s 
spent nearly half his life behind bars 
and has picked up enough knowledge 
to become an adequate jailhouse 
lawyer. 

“I’m a Daniel in a lion’s den. But 
I've been sold out by attorneys 
before, paid outrageous sums of 
money and gotten nothing. I can do 
it better myself,” he said through a 
thick wire mesh screen at county 
jail. 

He is representing himself on a 
charge of escape from county jail, a 
felony. On April 25, he and another 
prisoner allegedly sawed through a 
bar on a jail bus parked at the West 
End Sheriff's Office and escaped. 

That morning, the two prisoners 
were scheduled to appear in court on 
another charge: stabbing a fellow 
inmate at the California Institution 
for Men at Chino. Burnett has an 
attorney in that case, a deputy 
public defender. 

He is currently serving a life 
sentence for the 1978 murder of a 

) Seal Beach jewelry store owner 
during a robbery. His co-defendant 
killed the man, but under the law he 
) was just as responsible. 
He doesn’t look like a criminal. 
a His brown hair is neatly trimmed 
and his blue eyes are friendly. He is 
open, direct, and articulate. 

Raised in Long Beach, Eddie 
Burnett first ran afoul of the law at 
age 17 for burglary and was 
committed to the California Youth 
Authority. At 20, he was convicted of 
two counts of robbery and began the 
first of many state prison stays. 

While in Los Angeles County Jail, 
he met a woman who was visiting 
with a friend and later married her. 
he lives in San Diego and visits him 
faithfully wherever he is, often 
acting as his legal ‘‘runner.”’ 


“T told her I was washed up...I’m 
doing life plus 21 years. She wanted 
me anyway. I told her, “Well, you 
know where I am every night,”’’ he 
grinned. 

He admits that going ‘‘pro per’’ 
{ills up otherwise empty hours. 


“It’s something I do to occupy my 
time. All I have is myself to worry 
about. An attorney arguing my case 
is thinking about 30 others in the 
back of his mind.”’ 


As often as he’s allowed, Burnett 
goes to the law library inside county 
jail and pores over law books. He is 
allowed to make telephone calls 
from a pay telephone and receive 
frequent visits from his wife-runner. 

The Penal Institutions Code 
outlines rules for prisoners 
representing themselves. They must 
be supplied with blank subpoena 
forms. They’re allowed to interview 
prospective witnesses. They can 
hire an investigator, at county 
expense if they can’t afford it. 

Judges and prosecutors say that 
inmates exercising the in propria 
persona right are taking advantage 
of the system. 

Gloats Burnett, ‘‘They seem to 
think of it as an affront to the dignity 
of the court. You're throwing a 
monkey wrench into a well-oiled 
machine.” 

It takes twice as long to handle a 
case when an inmate goes pro per, 
says West Valley Superior Court 
Judge Clifton Allen. 

“The judge ends up doing so many 
things that a iawyer would 
automatically do. It ends up in order 
to protect their rights, I have to see 
that everything is taken care of,” 
said Allen. 

Faretta vs. California, a 1975 U-S. 
Supreme Court decision, states that 
any person of reasonable 
intelligence can defend himself in 
court. 

‘Anyone stupid enough to want to 
be his own attorney can do so,’ said 
Allen. ‘‘Some counties allow a 
standby attorney who sits there in 
case (the inmate) gets into a bind. 
We don’t allow that.” 

State prison inmates serving 

“They're trying to find something 
to keep them busy. They also know 
they can use it as a delaying tactic 
to drag things out. It’s kind of a 
game to them.” 

Judges are required to advise a 
defendant of the dangers and 
disadvantages of self- 
representation, often telling them it 
would be similar to ‘‘Joe Louis 
versus a cripple, or Jack Nicklaus 
versus a Sunday hacker.”’ 

Burnett admits it’s all a game 
“When you get to the actual trial, 
it’s all acting. I can charm the jury. 
I’m basically a nice guy.” 
lengthy sentences are more apt to 
defend themselves, said the judge. 


Depot in Claremont 
included in project

Construction is expected to start 
on the $11 million Claremont Village 
Plaza in October, possibly without 
participation by the city’s Redevel- 
opment Agency. 

Tuesday, the Claremont City 
Council, whose members compose 
the redevelopment agency board, 
will discuss the possibility of shar- 
ing costs for a parking structure or 
waiving certain fees for the new de- 
velopment which is in the Redevel- 
opment Project Area of the city. 


The 5.5-acre development south of 
First Street between Indian Hill 
Boulevard and College Avenue will 
include the restoration of the Santa 
Fe Railway depot, the construction 
of two three-story commercial /of- 
fice buildings, extensive. landscap- 
ing and a two-story parking 
structure near College Avenue. 

James Salter of JBS Development 
Corp. approached the city in August 
with the proposal that the redevel- 
opment agency waive fees on the 
project’s public improvements and 
participate in some-off site improv- 
ements. 


In consideration for waiving the 
fees, Salter said the agency could 
participate in the construction and 
use of the parking structure in the 
plaza. The city’s portion of enlarg- 
ing the structure would be only con- 
struction and design changes. 

Members of the redevelopment 
agency proposed extending the park- 
ing structure from two to four sto- 
ries, waiving fees and installing 
some off-site improvements, up to 
$100,000 value 


But, in offering to participate in 
the parking structure and improve- 
ments, the agency poard requested 
a number of stipulations including 
public access to a maior portion of 
the parking space in the structure. 

Pill Wotjkowski, director of com- 
munity development, said the dis- 
cussion of the structure agreement 


is still on the council agenda Tues- 
day. 

But Salter has called the city’s 
parking stipulations unacceptable. 
He said he needed reserved parking 
for his clients. 


“At this point, the redevelopment 
agency will not be participating in 
the Claremont Village Plaza,’’ Salt- 
er said. ‘‘The parking structure will 
be two stories only, as shown in our 
plans.” 


Salter said a national trade union 
has put up the money for the pro- 
ject 


In addition, JBS Development 
Corp. is constructing its business 
headquarters on the north side of 
First Street at Indian Hill Boule- 
vard. When this three-story office 
building is completed, corporation 
offices will move from Covina to 
Claremont 


Focal point for the Claremont Vil- 
lage Plaza, just south of the Village, 
will be the Santa Fe building. Con- 
structed in 1926, the Spanish-style 
structure was a major train station 
for many years. It has been closed 
for some time but is being reno- 
vated 


Virginia LaRose, vice president 
for marketing, said the Gepot will be 
developed as a Mexican cantina

Controllers ‘burn out’ young

Jim Hyland drives to Ontario International Airport, punches a com- 
puterized code to unlock the door to work and then strides down a short 


maze of hallways to ‘‘The Room.” 


The radar room, where air traffic controllers like Hyland work, looks like 


a scene from a James Bond movie. 


Dark and windowless, it’s like a cave with four circular computer control 
tables — each containing a radar screen in its center — set along a wall 
Over each table another circular control panel descends from the roof, 


covered with flashing buttons. 


After logging his arrival and adjusting his radio headset, Hyland walks to 
one of the stations where a man already working takes about 30 seconds to 
point out half a dozen aircraft.on the screen and their destinations. 

They exchange places and Hyland plugs in his headset. It’s monitoring 
five radio frequencies and he’s immediately besieged with requests for 


help.

Approach Control, he’s responsible for 


getting airplanes into and out of the West End area from local airports. He 
has to keep planes at least three miles or 1,000 feet in altitude apart. 
Air traffic controllers — or ATCs — work in two-man teams, one of them 
giving out most approach and departure instructions and the other updating 
information and processing planes leaving or entering the team’s controlled 


air space. 


Transponders make the work easier. They are devices on board the air- 
planes which radio the radar computers giving the plane's identification 
number, altitude and speed so they can be displayed with the position on the 


radar screen. 


More than half the two dozen planes in Hyland’s air space don’t have 
transponders and aren't talking to him via radio. He knows where they are 
but not their altitude, so, when they approach other aircraft, all he can do is 
issue a warning that ‘‘there’s traffic in the vicinity.” 

“We never have a clear operation. They’re (planes) always conflicting 
with somebody so you're always busy,’ he says. 


“It’s a slow day,’ he says, pointing 
Brackett Field in Pomona where tour p 


to a spot on the radar screen over 
lanes are converging over the same 


area. ‘‘That’s Kamikaze Alley,” he says. ‘‘I’ve seen times when you could 
cover 15 targets out there with a half dollar.”’ 
All of the images on the screen move simultaneously in different direc-

instructions — and in heavy traffic it 


can cause mid-air collisions, he says. 


In movies, radio transmissions are always crisp and clear. But many of 
the requests reaching Hyland are barely audible. ‘‘That's another thing we 
have to contend with — lousy equipment,’ he said. He said there are several 
$50,000 airplanes flying around with no transponders and poor radios. 

Also. the air over the West End is filled with inexperienced and student 
pilots who have their hands full just staying aloft, some don’t know how to 


use their transponders or properly se 
Hyland, an ATC for 11 years, says 


ek ATC assistance, he says.

The screen goes dim as all the computer data dies. All that remains are 
dim. unmarked blotches and the ATC must refer to paper flight plan slips on 
his desk to remember which blotches are which planes, what their altitude 


is and where they are going. 


“It scares the devil out of me,’’ Hyland says. “Fortunately here we don’t 
have a lot of problems with it — but L.A. does.”’ 

Even worse is the threat of a power failure, Hyland says. Emergency 
power generators should kick in automatically but aren’t as reliable as 


ATCs would like and without power th 


powered radio.

The biggest fear, however, is a crash or collision. ‘‘By making a mistake 
you can kill everybody on board. Even if you don't do anything wrong, it’s 
not pleasant,’ Hyland says. He recalls when he was giving instructions to a _

“I was the last person to talk to him (the pilot) while he was alive 
That's the utmost fear. Talk about taking years off your life. Having 
something like that happening takes five years off you. I knew one guy who 
just became a vegetable.

sweep. 

“It's kind of like a chess game,’ Hyland says between answering requests 
for information. ‘‘In order to be a winner in this game of chess you've got to 
stay about two jumps ahead of those moving targets... and they can move 
pretty fast.” 

“The big thing with radar is you have to learn how airplanes will perform. 
You have to know just about every airplane made,’ Hyland says. He says 
most ATCs either fly themselves or have military experience. 

Hyland curses under his breath as a plane he’s just given instructions to 


average divorce rates, Hyland says. 

Despite a salary range between $13,000 and $38,000 a vear, there's a shor- 
tage of controllers and Hyland says he’s seen only two men qualify for 
retirement (20 years at age 50). 

“The average length of service is about 10 years. It's a burn-out,’ Hyland 
says. ‘We're kind of comparable to a professional athlete, our careers 
aren't very long. We have to pass yearly physicals but most guys are only 30 
years old when they're burnt out.” 

““When I was young I thought I'd never get tired of it,’ Hyland says, sip- 
ping coffee near the end of his shift. “I can feel it wearing on me now.” 


Location of law

Residents and school officials 
have banded together in an attempt 
to solidify opposition to the county's 
plan to build a law and justice 
center near Cucamonga-Guasti 
Regional Park. 

The group is headed by Central 
School District Superintendent 
Norm Guith who said he does not op- 
pose efforts to relocate the West 
End law and justice center from its 
present site at Mountain Avenue and 
Sixth Street in Ontario. 

“We agree that a center is 
needed,’’ he said. ‘‘What we want is 
an alternative site.”’ 

Guith said Friends of Cucamonga- 
Guasti Regional Park is an unstruc- 
tured group of ‘‘concerned’’ citizens 
opposed to the county’s plans to 
utilize approximately 17 acres north 
of the park to build a multi-storied 
court facility. 

Because current West End court 
facilities are overcrowded county 
officials proposed using the acreage 
since late last year. The land, 
however, was purchased with state 
park money and until the court 
proposal was made, it was generally 
accepted the land would be used for 
park purposes. 


“Most regional parks are 200 
acres,’ Guith said. ‘That park has a 
total of 80 acres. Here we have the 
smallest regional park in San Ber- 
nardino County and they’re trying to 
take that land away from us.”’ 


The group, which held a meeting 
Saturday, plans to present its con- 
cerns during a public hearing Sept. 
30 at Lion's Park Community Center 
in Rancho Cucamonga. The hearing 
was called by Sen, Ruben Ayala in 
an effort to gather public sentiment 
on the issue.

Also at issue. is the county’s 
proposal to trade the law and justice 
site for 11 acres along the park’s 
eastern border. Guith said the trade 


is not acceptable to his group. 

“Tt’s not equitable,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
not prime land; they want to trade 
prime land on the corner of 
Archibald Avenue and Fourth Street 
(the proposed law and justice center 
site) for land at the other end along 
Turner Avenue.”’ 

In a statement issued by Friends 
of the Park last month, the proposal 
was criticized because of potential 
criminal activites associated with 
the center. 

“The argument is that how could 
you possibly have criminal activity

in the park if you've got all those 
sheriff's around. But the criminal 
element and their associates are 
still going to be able to cross the 


flood control channel into the park,” 


Guith said. 

Guith said he is afraid that a law 
and justice center would also in- 
crease gang violence because it will 
increase the chance of having two 
gangs in the park at the same time. 

Although there are no plans to 
locate a jail facility on the site, 
Guith said construction of a jail is 
inevitable,

bondsman, professional offices, 
restaurants ... That’s all going to en-

Commutes to teaching job in Covina 





R.C. bicyclist rides 75,000 miles

For the past seven years Millie 
Davis has pedaled her bicycle from 
Alta Loma to her teaching job in 
Covina. This year the commuting 
will end but Davis is still hopeful she 
can help change the public’s at- 
titude toward bicycling. 

With over 75,000 miles to her 
credit, she has become an expert on 
what West End bicyclists must face 
Using her experiences as a basis she 
has tried to smooth that bumpy road 
but so far has seen little improve- 









ment. 

The world of the bicyclist is one of 
traffic, gasoline fumes, bumpy 
roads, narrow lanes and drivers who 
don’t know how to react to a bicycle. 
Yet she is in love with the sport and 
is hopeful others will take up the 
cause. 

“T save driving a car 40 miles each 
day,”’ she said. ‘‘Plus I get exercise 
and it’s fun.”’ 

Road designers, she said, have not 
paid much attention to the bicyclist 
Roads are so narrow at some points 
that a bicyclist is in danger of being 


run off the road by cars. 

“There are only a few bicycle 
routes,’ she said, ‘‘and they never 
get you where you want to go.” 

Consequently, bicycle commuters 
must use routes used by motorists. 
Davis has become so disgusted with 
the conditions of some roads she 
has come up with her own street 
names. She calls the portion of 16th 
Street between the western Rancho 
Cucamonga city limit and Campus 
Avenue ‘‘Chuck-A-Hole-A Road”.

“Bike lanes are good if the popula- 
tion is trained so they know what the 
lane means. Nine oui oi i times 2 
car will be parked in the bicycle 
lane and you'll have to go around 
it.” 

She says shopping center owners 
must also be made aware that bike 
racks now in use are not really safe. 

“The shopping centers aren't out- 
fitted for bikes,’’ she said. “A bike 
can be stolen in 10 minutes. There's 
no way you can chain everything 
down.” 

Because bicycles are so expen- 
sive, Davis suggests that shopping 
centers install locker-type bicycle 
racks similar to lockers used for 
Inggage at airports. The lockers, 
now in use in some parts of the 
state, would prevent theft and give 
bicycle owners peace of mind. 

Another problem commonly faced 
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by bicyclists is the lack of a shower 
facility at work. 

“A lot of people need that,”’ she 
said. ‘‘I rode early in the morning 
and it was mostly downhill so | 
didn’t have that problem but many 
people have to take that into con- 
sideration.” 

Next year Davis will discontinue 
bicycling to work. Now a resident of 
San Dimas, she is still riding and is 
interested in improving road con- 
ditions for West End bicyclists. She 
has addressed service clubs and 
government officials on problems 
confronting those who regularly ride 
a bike 

Even her students are aware of 
her concern. As a Class project she

workshop Monday to find out more about the program. 
Rush said the county hopes to know within a month which 
cities will participate through resolutions passed by city 
councils. 

Limits on annua! income for families qualifying for the 
below-market mortgage rates and on selling price for 
single-family homes also have to be determined, Rush 
said. 

Rush said families with moderate incomes are the 
target for the mortgage bonds, adding that 
“theoretically” 2,000 or more loans could be made under 
the program. 

Rates established depend on the bond market at the 
time of the issue, but Rush said the rates typically run 2 
to 3 percent below market rates. 

Rush said large investors seeking the tax-free income 
are attracted to the bonds. The tax exemption allows the 


bonds to have rates below market levels 

The program will set up financing through local 
lenders for several types of purchases of single-family 
homes and home improvements. 

They are loans for: families buying homes in a small 
subdivision of five to 25 units, buyers of homes that help 
fill in an existing residential development, buyers of 
homes being rehabilitated, owners making substantial 
rehabilitation on their homes ( with possible second-trust 
deeds), owners seeking additions under $15,000 to their 
homes and first-time buyers seeking purchase of an ex 
isting home. 

Rush noted the mortgages must have insurance of the 
type provided through the Veterans Administration and 
the Federal Housing Administration 

He said the bond issue could be the county's first and 
last unless federal legislation extends the program

Under current law, new programs for tax-exempt 
mortgage bond programs face a cutoff date of Dec. 31. 
1982, and Rush said one requirement the county must 
meet is for the bonds to be issued before the end of 1980. 
The county shouid be ready by November, te said. 

Programs across the United States have received 
criticism for providing lower interest rates for home 
buyers better off than intended. In Chicago, a bond issue 
raised $100 million but families earning up to $40,000 a 
year could qualify for the loans. 

Rush conceded there have been abuses of the program, 
but stressed that the county's program will be aimed at 
low- and moderate-income residents 

While the income limit has not been determined yet, 
Rush said the county will follow the state’s guide 
limiting annual income to 120 percent the median income 
in the county.

“Basically, I am interested in my own name,” she 
said. She chooses to use her family name of Cameron in 
preference to Oskamp. “To receive a letter addressed to 
Dr. and Mrs. simply wipes me out,” she said. She wants 
to be called Dr. Catherine Cameron. 

“T went into a professional office recently and my 
name. Dr. Catherine Cameron, was on my card,” she 
said. ‘‘The girl looked at it and said, “You ii be nexi, 
Catherine.’ I didn’t appreciate that ... if I had been a 
man, she would have called me Dr. Cameron.” 

With her stronge awareness of names, Cameron 
decided to write a book on the subject. 

She is seeking information in the following areas — (1) 
How parents go about naming their children. (2) How 
children and adults react to their own names. (3) Why 
people change their names (including spelling, 
pronunciation) or not changing a disliked name or 
changing in marriage and divorce. (4) Naming of twins 
and the twins reaction to their names. (5) Forms of 
address such as Mrs., Ms., Miss, Dr., and reactions to 
each. 

Anyone interested in giving Cameron their views or 
reactions in any of these areas, may write to her at the 
University of La Verne, CA 91750. 

Citing some instances of her research, Cameron told 
about going into a discount store wearing a tag which 
read. ‘‘How did you name your child,” and carrying a 
tape recorder. 

One woman told Cameron, ‘‘The doctor told me your 
baby looks just like an angel — so that’s what we called 
her.’ The baby had a halo of white hair in her black hair, 
which later grew out. 

In a restaurant, a woman told Cameron, “‘I called my 
boy Brian Eugene because the names make me think of 
brain and genius.’’ 

“In a doctor’s office,’ she said, ‘‘I met a 3-year old 
whose name was Harley Richardson. Wasn't hard to 
guess what his daddy’s hobby was.” 

Cameron said there is a middle-name syndrome. “A 
girl named Rennie Daisy Jones had hidden her middle 
name, but during her marriage ceremony, the minister 
read her entire name,” she said. “The girl was ‘utterly 
mortified’ to have everyone know the secret she had kept 
for years.” 

Then there was ‘‘Clarabelle who ached through life 
over that name which made her feel big and awkward 
like a cow.” 

Or Violet, a statuesque model who uses the name of 
Irene professionaly. ‘‘She hates Violet,’’ Cameron said, 
“but she feels relatives would be hurt if she changed it.”’ 
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Dr. Catherine Cameron, an assistant professor at 
the University of La Verne, is fascinated with 
names ... why people give their children strange 
names, why individuals dislike their names, why 
people change or don’t change their names. 





Cameron cited instances where long, foreign names 
will be changed to something easier to pronounce, or 
how foreign names can mean discrimination. “This 
happened during World War II, when Rheinschmidt was 
changed to Smith,” she said. 

She also said it is common to name children after the 
fathers — Michael and Michelle, David and Danielle, 
Pcter and Petra or George and Georgia. 

Cameron feels her research puts her in the position of 
‘knowing more about why parents name their children 
as they do than anyone else in the United States.”’

State prisons bordering on explosion

SACRAMENTO — California’s prisons are a powder 
keg — only an incident away from flashpoint — but 
authorities fear it will take a bloodbath before anything 
is done to defuse this explosive situation. 

In some of the toughest cell blocks in the state, two 
men are crowded into 5-by-7-foot, single-man cells 

Prison gangs sometimes hoid more coniroi over the 
day-to-day existence of inmates than do guards because 
of archaic buildings and too many prisoners. 

And on any given day, some segment of the state’s 
prison population is in lock-down because that is the only 
way correctional officers can keep violence from 
overwhelming the institution. 

The problem is twofold: Conservatives and liberals 
won’t unite behind plans for either more prisons or alter- 
natives to incarceration so an indifferent Legislature ap- 
propriates only enough money to try to keep the lid on the 
pressure cooker. 

Californians read with shocked horror the savagery of 
the New Mexico state prison riot last February. In its 
wake, the New Mexico state prison quickly found money 
for changes when before they had said there was no 
money. But in California, the images of human carnage 
blurred swiftly, despite warnings that the same thing 









could happen here, and the state’s prisons remain a riot 
waiting to happen. 

“We usually have to have something to rally around 
before changes are made,”’ said state corrections direc- 
tor Ruth Rushen in an interview. She said she fervently 
hopes that that something won't be a riot, but ‘‘T think it 
will be something rather dramatic.” 

This nagging worry that a New Mexico- or Attica-type 
riot could erupt at any moment is shared by other per- 
sons familiar with conditions in California prisons. They 
are representatives of the correctional officers, the in- 
mates, a prison-reform group and a state Bar panel in- 
vestigating the prisons, along with two members of the 
pivotal Assembly Criminal Justice Committee. 

‘When you look at the conditions that spawned Attica 
and New Mexico, you see the same things in California,” 
said Anthony Murray, a Long Beach attorney who head- 
ed the state Bar’s 1979 investigation into conditions in the 
state’s prisons. “The prisons are a pressure cooker 
Sooner or later, they have got to blow. We’re having riots 
now on a small scale.”’ 

The California State Employees Association and the 
California Correctional Officers Association (CCOA) 
each sent teams of investigators to the New Mexico 
prison following the riot there that claimed 33 lives in an 
orgy of violence and mayhem Each team reported 
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“disturbing parallels’ between it and prisons in Califor- 
nia. 

Those interviewed consistently cited overcrowding as 
the chief factor in prison violence. Secondary factors 
cited included the lack of any work to keep inmates busy, 
outdated building designs that frustrated guards’ efforts 
to see what is happening and forces them to rely on 
“snitchers,” and racial hostility in the form of gangs. 

“QOvercrowding is the primary cause of violence,’ said 
Don Novey, CCOA president and a correctionai oificer ai 
Folsom Prison, the state’s toughest maximum-security 
facility. 

“Facilities are bulging,” he said. ‘‘Double-celling is 
part of what leads to violence. Tracy just had major 
racial violence (leading to a lockdown there). And they 
are ready to get it on again.”’ 

Philip Guthrie, chief spokesman for the Department of 
Corrections, readily admits that double-celling is going 
on in several of the state’s 12 institutions and 19 camps 
because there is no other choice at the moment. 

The system has a population of 23,547 male and female 
inmates housed in facilities to hold 23,514. But the need to 
house prisoners according to level of security risk and 
other factors serves to widen the capacity gap. Seven of 
the prison facilities are over capacity and five are under. 

“There are 1,200 inmates double-celled at San Quentin

alone,’ according to Guthrie, “and 1,500 in the system 
total.” 


The present overcrowding is due to system total.” 

The present overcrowding is due to the addition of 4,000 
prisoners in the last two years, largely because of the 
public’s demand for tougher laws that have spawned 
mandatory prison terms for some major offenses and 
longer sentences generally. 


Several actions have been set in motion recently to try 
to relieve some of this pressure, said Guthrie, but the 
final solution remains more beds or fewer prisoners, 
along with changes in the system. 


Rushen said the Legislature appropriated $23 million 
this year, out of $120 million requested, that will be used 
to implement these actions. Some are stopgap and some 
are permanent. 


These include $4 million to upgrade the camps and 
hopefully add 500 beds in the next 18 months. The camps 
presently are only for fighting forest fires, a strenuous 
activity many inmates cannot qualify for physically, but 
Rushen said she hopes to expand the camps’ functions to 
include industrial training.

LOS ANGELES — It’s Friday 
night at a home in Carson. A group 
of teen-agers has gotten together to 
drink Heineken and smoke some 
dope. 

But when one of the kids shouts, 
“Big John’s outside,”’ immediately 
the joints are snuffed and the beer 
hidden 

The kids know that ‘‘Big John’ 
does not approve of drinking and 
drugs, and to get caught by him 
would mean embarrassment and 
loss of face. 

‘Big John’? Manumaleuna is guar- 
dian angel to Carson’s youth. As a 
youth counselor for the city, the 30- 
year-old Samoan deals with local 
gangs, helps kids find jobs, and ad- 
vises and listens when a teen-ager 
has a problem. 

But after his 8-to-§ shift for the 
city is over, Big John remains on du- 
ty. His big brother role is in his

blood. 

“That's me. It’s my culture and 
my religion. My Mormon faith is 
what keeps me strong with the kids. 

“It was my patriarchal blessing 
by the church that I work with young 
people,” Big John said. 

Weekend rounds to local parties to 
check up on his kids and ‘‘keep them 
in line’ are as regular as his daily 
rides through the city checking 
street corners. 

If he sees teen-agers ‘‘not doing 
good,” he said, he throws them in 
the back of his Ford pickup and 
takes them home. 

Yet, despite his lectures and 
sometimes physical force, the kids 
appear to love, respect and listen to 
him. 

“A lot of people don’t give a hoot 
about these kids. They say, ‘There’s 
a bad apple,’ and just give up. Not 
me,” Big John said. 

He often has as many as eight 
teen-agers living in the house that he 


shares with his mother, sister and 
brother, and he assumes full respon- 
sibility for the teen-agers’ food and 
clothes. 

‘People see a change in the kids 
after they've been with me. My 
home isn’t a place for partying. 
There is no smoking, no drinking 
and we all go to church on Sunday.”

Unlike his kids, when Big John 
was a teen-ager he didn’t have 
anyone.

“When I was in high school f tried 
drugs, I drank, I was a member of 
the War Lords, but I didn’t have 
anyone to turn to when I had a 
problem,” Big John said. 


Eventually, Big John returned to

High School in 1969, he went on a 
mission to Samoa and Hawaii. It 
was then that he decided to spend 
the rest of his life helping young peo- 
ple.

When several employees 

at Medicine Wheel Herbal 
Distributors recently asked 
for a raise, the company 
owners weren't worried. 
The employees are the 
owners. 

Like other problems that 
have cropped up during the 
company's iive-year 
history, the salary issue 
was solved by consensus at 
a biweekly business 
meeting. 

A few workers wanted to 
keep salaries at $4 an hour, 
where they had been for 
three years. Other workers 
wanted salaries increased. 
After lengthy debate, the 
workers unanimously voted 
to increase pay to $ an 
shour 

It was not exactly the way 
Chrysler Corp. chief Lee 
Iacocca would have handled 
a salary dispute, but 
Medicine Wheel isn't 
exactly your traditional 
American business. 

The innovative San Diego 
enterprise, which 
distributes more than 250 
herbs, oils and teas to local 
health food stores and 
nationwide by mail, is part 
of a trend toward non - 
profit firms — most 
centered in the East — that 
are owned and managed by 
the employees. 

Daniel Zwerdling, writing 
in the book ‘‘Workplace 
Democracy,” reports that 
there are more than two 
dozen collectives operating 
in Washington, D.C., alone 
These include record stores 
and plant shops, a woman's 
radio studio, a law office, a 
magazine and graphics 
firm. 

In Boston, Zwerdling 
writes, there are more than 
50 collectives working in 
aghitecture, auto and 
bicycle, repair, bookselling, 
child - care counseling, 
waste recycling, health 
care, house moving and 
community organizing. And 

in Minneapolis, one of two 
dozen collectives is making 
high - quality clothes. 

At Medicine Wheel, each

the Medicine wheel 
enterprise has some of its 
roots in socialism, Fisher 
said most members of the 
collective are not politically 
active. She said most of the 
group is anti - nuclear 
power and has a common 
negative attitude about 
standard political processes 
and practices. Yet, most of 
the group are registered as 
either Democrats or 
Independents. 

‘Most of us are still 
working within the system. 
There might even be a 
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couple of Republicans 
among us, too,” she said, 
winking. 

While she talked, three 
workers were sifting 
paprika from large bulk 
containers into bottles 
while another worker was 
putting the bottles on 
shelves. On the loading 
dock, two workers are 
hauling in a shipment of 


“Some of the jobs are 
easy to burn out on,”’ such 
as packaging materials and 
delivering herbs to local 
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stores, Fisher said, so those 
jobs are frequently rotated 
and reassigned. 

At the other end of the 
warehouse, bookkeeper 
David Morton, bearded and 
dressed in a cotton pullover 
and blue jeans, sipped on a 
cup of herbal tea while 
working on company 
records in the collective’s 
small kitchen. 

Morton, 31. has worked on 
a General Motors assembly 
line, managed a movie 
theater and cooked at a 
vegetarian restaurant in 
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Flagstaff, Ariz. For him, 
the collective work - style 
represents the best of 
several worlds. He finds 
that, unlike traditional jobs, 
people working in a 
collective situation “care.” 
‘““There’s not much love in 
a straight business 
atmosphete,’’ he said. 
“Here, there is a_ loving 


relationship that each 
person has for everyone 
else. And there is more 
conscientiousness toward 
everyone and toward the 
work we do.”

Morton acknowledges 
that under the collective 
process — where the honor 
system and self - 
motivation are substituted 
for traditional management 
principles — it might be 
easy for a worker to take 
advantage of the process.

When 
there is a decline in spiritu- 
al values there is a corre- 
sponding depression in 
finances.” 

But the ‘‘beauty and har- 
mony of the new church,” 
Kurtz said, ‘‘are conducive 
to worship and meditation. 


We must teach spiritual 
truths constantly or the 
church will not fulfill its 
mission.” 


Kurtz's words were sig- 
nificant to members of the 
Brethren congregation who 
had accomplished their goal 
to build the new sanctuary 
despite the October 1929 
collapse on Wall Street, an 
event that caused citrus 
prices in La Verne to drop 
so low that members could 
not pay their building pledg- 

Present members will 
pay tribute to the early 
church members when they 
celebrate the sanctuary’s 
50th anniversary Sept. 21 at
